Sweeping With Air. 


One of the greatest aids to the mod- 


ern housekeeper is the pneumatic 
sweeper. This surprising new inven- 
tion, which nobody seems to claim tha 
honor of having discovered, and which 
is, therefore, open to all manufactur- 
ers, relegates the broom to the garret 
and takes the place of the mechanical 
carpet sweeper, which a few years ago 
was thought to be perfection. 


All that is necessary to lit the pneu- 


matic sweeper to any hotel or private 
house is a pipe connection for com- 
pressed aii. When pneumatic sweep- 
ers have completely won their way 
pneumatic tubes may be carried into 
every house from a main in the street, 
as is now done with gas and watei. 


With sucli a connection the whole 


bouse could be cleaned from cellar to 
garret in a few hours aad the labor of 
several servants could be dispensed 
with. The pneumatic sweeper can be 
applied to dusting the furniture. 


The new sweeper consists simply of 


a long nozzle attached U the end of a 
rubber hose. The nozzle is about the 
same size as a broom handle. 


One end of this pipe is inserted 


into the rubber house, and the other- 
carries a brass arrangement about a 
foot in width across the face. Here 
there is a narrow slit running from 
side to side, and not more than 1-32 
of an inch in width. 


Through this narrow aperture the 


compressed air is forced at the rate of 
seventy-five cubic feet a minute. The 
household using the pneumatic sweep- 
ee passes it back and forth over the 
surface of the 
carpet.—New York

a great department store is conducted 
Samuel Hopkins says: The floor- 
walker, sometimes called an "usher" 
(either name is equally inadequate as 
descriptive of his duties) gets from $15 
to $40 a week, and he earns it fully. 
What the buyer is to the inner man- 
agement of the store he is to the out- 
er. To the public he is nothing more 
than a politely convenient living di- 
rectory, who knows promptly that tha 
ribbon sale is seven counters down to 
the left, aad that carpet-sweepers may 
be found at the end of the middle 
aisle on the third floor. Such matters 
as these are the simplest of his duties. 
To keep his salespeople up to tha 
standard in dress, deportment, and 
activity; to be polite to everybody;

have grievances against the store for 
goods missent or other mistakes made; 
to see that the rales are obeyed; in 
short, to be the arbiter of conduct 
and store etiquette; these are enough 
to guard him against ennui. Under a 
combination of a farseeing, shrewd 
buyer, and a courteous, hardworking 
"aisle manager," as he prefers to be 
called, with a knack of managing peo- 
ple, any department will more than 
pay its share of the expenses of the 
establishment.

. G O O D MUTTON. 


Mutton must be chosen by the firm- 


ness and fineness of the grain, its color, 
and the firm white fat. Lamb that 
has been killed too long can be dis- 
covered by examination of the veins 
in the neck. These are blueish when 
the meat is fresh, out green when it is 
stale. In the hind quarter, the point 
to examine is the knuckle, which is 
not firm when the meat is not per- 
fectly fresh. 


THAT COLD DINNER. 


Farmers' children who have to walk 


a mile or more to school should be 
provided with substantial lunches, 
especially in winter time. 
Buttered 


bread, cake and cookies are 
insuffi- 


cient nourishment after the long morn- 
ing walk and three hours of study; 
the afternoon session and homeward 
walk sharpens up their appetites, and 
as a rule they go stiaight to the pan- 
try as soon as they get home, eat an- 
other cold lunch and consequently 
spoil their supper. It is not strange 
that so many country children, who 
should be the most vigorous, have 
stomach troubles before they are in 
their teens. 


Mothers should make a special study 


of cold dinners, having them as varied 
and nourishing as possible, and besides 
this, have the children's supper early. 
This will be convenient in winter, for 
we all like our evening meal at 5 o'clock, 
but it summer it necessitates an extra 
meal, especially when the supper is to 
be hearty—for digestion should be 
well begun before the early bed hour. 
At first it will seem quite a task, but 
one will soon become used to it, and 
it pays in the end; in haying and har- 
vesting, especially when extra help is 
hired, it is much nicer for the mother 
nnd childien to have their tea before 
the men folks. 


When we stop to consider, it ia a 


long wait for the growing child (the 
time between the early breakfast and 
the 6 o'clock supper, the only hearty 
meals they have), unless the cold 
lunches are made more nourishing. 
We have known of many cases where 
children (not of poor parents, either) 
have been ashamed to open their lunch 
basket before the others, its contents 
being so meager and uninviting—left 
covers, anything that happened to be 
cooked. This is all wrong; ifc is but 


trifle more work to prepare them 


nice lunches, cooking the articles on 
the r>revious day while getting dinner. 


Of bread and butter there should be 


plenty, and cold meat as often as pos- 
sible ; veal or beef loaf are nice lunch 
dishes and are very inexpensive; 
smoked fish, salmon, halibut or even 
derring is good for an occasional re- 
liah; hard-boiled eggs are nice once 
in a while, 
also cottago* qheese, 


moulded in cups. 
Nice sandwiches 


may be made from odd bits of meat or 
fish chopped fine and moistened with 
salad-dressing. When chickens come 
upon the bill of fare, save some of the 
wings and forelegs that are the favorr 
ite pieces for the majority of children; 
they will enjoy them the next day at 
school. 


There are many wholesome and ap- 


petizing dishes that may be taken 
from any modern cook book. Heuith- 
fal dainties, such as sponge cake, gra- 
ham wafers, cream gingerbread, oat 
meal cookies and fruits, should ha 
provided instead of rich pastries. 
Baked apples and cup custards are 
nice, also small cups of jelly (beef ex- 
tract cups ore about the right size) 
will be appreciated; cranberry and 
apple-sago jellies are very appetizing, 
and at the same time inexpensive. 


Always provide napkins; paper ones 


will do, and they ore sold as cheap as 
12 J cents per hundred. Paraffine paper 
is capital for keeping bread, cake, etc., 
fresh, and it can be used several times; 
Small tin boxes are convenient for 
packing meat or fish. If a child's ap- 
petite fails, as is often the case in the 
spring time, have the lunches pre- 
pared out of her sight, and have "sur- 
prises" as often as possible.—New 
England Homestead. 


BECTPES. 


Baked Spring Lamb Chops—Season 


and cover with egg and bread crumbs. 
Bake in the oven until brown, and. 
serve with green peas or tomato sauce. 
If winter lamb chops are used, it is 
well to pour melted butter on them 
the day before using, and to scrape it 
off before dipping in the egg. 
Potato Salad—lake four or five 


good-sized toiled potatoes, mash and 
add one-half teacup of cream or milk 
and beat until light. Season with salt, 
pepper, celery seed and one small 
onion, chopped fine. Pat one-hall 
teacup of vinegar in a saucepan, and 
when nearly to boiling 'point stir in 
two well-beaten eggs. Stir constant- 
ly until it thickens, then pour ovet 
the potatoes, beating all ;well togeth- 
er. Put in saiad dish and garnish with 
celerv leaves or parsley. 


Grilled Almonds—Blanch a cupful 


of almonds and dry thoroughly. Boil 
one cup of granulated sugar with a 
quarter of a cup of water until it 
"hairs;" then throw in the blanched 
almonds. Let them cook in this sirup, 
stirring them occasionally, until they 
become a delicate golden brown be- 
fore the sugar changes. As soon a* 
the sugar commences to take on s 
color, quickly take the pan from the 
fire and stir the almonds rapidly until 
the hirup has tnraed back to sugar and 
clings irregularly to the nats.

The Indiana returned to the Hoads, 
owing* to the condition of her turrets.

force of the blow. Open squadron for­ 
mation was maintained, and the ves­ 
sels were put In order for & siege of 
weather. 


The battleship Maine rolled in the 
big seas, the w ater washing her decks 
a t every plunge. It was late Friday 
afternoon that the accident occurred 
which cost three seamen their lives, 
and three others were rescued only by 
prompt and heroic work. A gang of 
men were ordered forward to make 
more secure the lashings of the big 
guns. The deck was deluged and the 
wind was freshening every moment. 
The men were at work with the lash­ 
ings when an unusually heavy sea lit 
over her bows and swept aft. Six of 
the gang were picked up and carried 
overboard. W hen the 
cry of “man 
overboard" 
was 
carried back there 
WM a sc % tv# of m omentary confusion, 
bulk in an instant the splendid disci« 
pllne pf the crew was apparent. 
. Life buoys were cut loose and the 
order Quickly given to get a boat over­ 
board. The high seas made this a work 
of peril and difficulty, but a boat's 
crew under Naval 
Cadet W alter R. 
Gherardi, son of Rear Admiral Gher- 
ardi, retired, was finally lowered, ex­ 
cellent seamanship alone 
preventing 
the frail craft from being crushed 
against the sides of the big battleship. 
While the engines had been reversed 
a t the first signal from the bridge, the 
momentum of the ship had carried her 
some distance beyond the spot where 
the seamen were swept overboard, and 
the set of the current was carrying 
them further away every moment. 


The ship’s crew watched the res­ 
cuers as they pulled manfully in the 
heavy seas, the waves running so high 
th at the little boat was at times hid­ 
den from the vessel's deck as it rushed 
down into the trough. Meantime the 
drowning men fought bravely, and 
three of them managed to keep afloat 
until their mates hauled them from 
the water, They were Seamen Hessel, 
Cronan, and Freeman. The rem ain­ 
ing three, Brown, Nelson and Kogel, 
were not to be seen. The 
lifeboat 
cruised back and forth over the spot, 
but the brave fellows had given up the 
struggle, and met a sailor’s fate. 


Friday night the fleet made heavy 
weather of it, but managed to keep 
within signaling distance of one an­ 
other. Towards morning the squad­ 
ron was hove to, and weathered out 
the rest of the gale in that manner. 
The officers say it was one of the worst 
gales the fleet has ever experienced. 


In addition to the three men lost 
overboard from the Maine during the 
gale of Friday one man was crushed 
to death on the cruiser Marblehead, 
another was fatally injured, and six 
others were so badly hurt that sev­ 
eral may lose limbs. The Marblehead 
presents a very dismantled appearance. 
Her forecastle is stove in, a portion of 
her superstructure and two hatches 
carried away. 
The heavy seas that 
swept her decks also carried away her 
searchlight, lower port boom, smashed 
the rails and swept overboard the life­ 
boats, 


Carpenter Shawberl was crushed to 
death in the forecastle when it was 
wrecked 
by a monster wave, and 
Plumber Ilickey had his skull crushed 
by the wreckage, and will probably 
die. 
The six seamen who were in­ 
jured were hurt at the same time. 


The other vessels of the fleet show 
m arks of their rough voyage, their 
upper works and deck hampers being 
damaged.

1 removed the main opposition to the 
bill, but Messrs. Mahany of New York, 
Maguire of California and Keifer of 
Minnesota opposed the whole theory 
of the bill on general principles, while 
Messrs. Bartholdt of Missouri and Mc- 
Alpln of Massachusetts both spoke in 
favor of the bill as modified. The bene­ 
ficiaries of the pension bills passed 
over the veto were both of the claa» 
known as “remarried widows.” Mr. 
Cleveland has disapproved a number 
of these bills, but he has also allowed 
several to become laws without his 
signature. A resolution was adopted 
appointing John Marshall Brown, of 
Maine, to the vacancy on the board of 
managers of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteers, made vacant by 
the death of George L. Beal. 


The open session of the senate was 
wholly perfunctory and after transact­ 
ing some routine business the doors 
were closed and an executive session 
continued throughout the day.

About six hundred yards 


from the ridemen there was a great 
drainage canal runniag back from the

Along the canal the 
British formed, under the fire of the 
few artillery pieces I had near enough 
to them to get their range.

instant I saw them I said to CoSee, 
whom I directed to hurry to his line,

dashed forward, and riding 


along his line, called out: 'Don't 
shoot till you can see their belt- 
buckles. ' The British were formed in 
icass, well closed up, and about two 
companies front. 


"The British, thus formed, moved 


on at a quick step, without tiring a 
shot, to within one hundred yarda of 
the kneeling riflemen, who were hold- 
ing their fire until they could see the 
belt-buckles of their enemies.

British advance was

They marched shoulder to shoulder, 
with the step of veterans,as they were. 
At one hundred yaids' distance from 
our "line the order was given, 'Esteud 
column front.'

Sweeping Willi Air. 


One of the greatest aids to the mod­ 
ern housekeeper 
is tho pneumatic 
sweeper. 
This surprising new inven­ 
tion, which nobody seems to claim tli3 
honor of having discovered, and which 
is, therefore, open to all manufactur­ 
ers, relegates tho broom to the garret 
and takes the place of the mechanical 
carpet sweeper, which a few years ago 
was thought to be perfection. 


All that is necessary to lit the pneu­ 
matic sweeper to any hotel or private 
house is a pipe connection for com­ 
pressed aii. 
When pneumatic sweep­ 
ers have completely won their way 
pneumatic tubes may be carried into 
every hourse from a main in the street, 
as is now clone with gas and watei. 


With such a connection tho wholo 
house could be cleaned from cellar to 
garret in a few hours and the labor of 
several servants could be dispensed 
with. 
Tho pneumatic sweeper can be 
applied to dusting tho furniture. 


The new sweeper consists simply of 
a long nozzle attached to the end of a 
rubber hose. 
The nozzle is about the 
same size as a broom handle. 


Ono end of this pipe is inserted 
into tho rubber house, and tho other* 
carries a brass arrangement about a 
foot in width across the face. 
Hare 
thero is a narrow slit running from 
side to side, and not more than 1-32 
of an inch in width. 


Through this narrow aperture tho 
compressed air is forced at the rate of 
seventy-five cubic feet a minute. Tho 
household using the pneumatic sweep- 
oo passes it back and forth over the 
surface of the 
carpet.—New York 
Herald.

to seo that tho rules are obeyed; in 
short, to bo tho arbiter of conduct 
and store etiquette; these are enough 
to guard him against ennui.

buyer, and a courteous, hardworking 
“ aisle manager,” as he prefers to bo 
called, wiih a knack of managing peo­ 
ple, any department will moro than 
pay its share of the expenses of the 
establishment.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAMS. 


V.^GOOD MUTTON, 


Mutton must be chosen by the firm­ 
ness and fineness of the grain, its color, 
and the firm white fat.

covered by examination of the veins 
in the neck. 
These are blueish whon 
the meat is fresh, Out green when it is 
stale. 
In the hind quarter, the point 
to examine is the knuckle, which is 
not firm when tho meat ia not per­ 
fectly fresh. 


THAT COIiI> DINNETt, 


Farmers’ children who havo to walk 
a mile or more to school should be 
provided with substantial lunohes, 
especially in winter time. 
Buttered 
bread, cake and cookies are insuffi­ 
cient nourishment after the long morn­ 
ing walk and threo hours of study; 
tho afternoon session and homeward 
walk sharpens up their appetites, and 
as a rule they go stiaight to tho pan­ 
try as soon as they get home, eat an­ 
other cold lunch and consequently 
spoil their supper. 
It is not strange 
that so many country children, who 
should be tho most vigorous, havo 
stomach troubles before they are in 
their teens. 


Mothers should make a special study 
of cold dinners, having them as varied 
and nourishing as possible, and bosides 
this, have tho children’s supper early. 
This will bo convenient in winter, for 
we all like our evening meal at 5 o’clock, 
but it summer it necessitates an extra 
meal, especially when the supper is to 
be hearty—for digestion should be 
well begun before the early bed hour. 
At first it will seem quite a task, but 
one will soon become used to it, and 
it pays in the end; in haying and har­ 
vesting, especially whon extra help is 
hired, it is much nicer for tho mother 
and cliildien to have their tea before 
the men folks. 


When we stop to consider, it is a 
long wait for the growing child (the 
time between the early breakfast and 
tho G o’clock supper, the only hearty 
meals they havo), unless tho cold 
lunches are made more nourishing. 
We have known of many cases where 
children (not of poor parents, either) 
have been ashamed to open their lunch 
basket before the others, its contents 
being so meager and uninviting—left 
covers, anything that happened to bo 
cooked. 
This is all wrong; it is but 
a trilie more work to prepare them 
nice lunches, cooking the articles on 
the previous day while getting dinner. 


Of broad and butter there should bo 
plenty, and cold meat as often as pos­ 
sible; veal or beef loaf aro nice luuch 
dishes and are 
very 
inexpensive; 
smoked fish, salmon, halibut or even 
herring is good for an occasional re­ 
lish; hard-boiled eggs aro n,ice once 
in a while, 
also 
cottage1 cpheese, 
moulded in cups. 
Nice sandwiobes 
may be made fiom odd bits of meat or 
fish chopped fine and moistened with 
salad-dressing. 
When chickens come 
upon the bill of fare, save some of the 
wings and forelegs that are the favor? 
ite pieces for the majority of children; 
they will enjoy them the next day at 
school. 


There are many wholesome and ap­ 
petizing dishes that may be taken 
from any modern cook book. Health­ 
ful dainties, such as spongecake, gra­ 
ham wafers, cream gingerbread, oat 
meal cookies and fruits, should be 
provided instead of rich 
pastries. 
Baked apples und cup custards are 
nice, also small cups of jelly (beef ex­ 
tract cups are about tho right size) 
will be appreciated; cranberry and 
apple-sago jellies are very appetizing, 
and at the same time inexpensive. 


Always provide napkins ;imper ones 
will do, and they are sold as cheap as 
12} cents per hundred. Paraifino paper 
is capital for keeping bread, cake, etc., 
fresh, and it can be used several times. 
Small tin boxes aro convenient for 
packing meat or fish. 
If a child’s ap­ 
petite fails, as is often tho case in the 
spring time, have tho lunches pre­ 
pared out of her sight, and have “ sur­ 
prises” as often as possible.—New 
England Homestead. 


b e c it e s . 


Baked Spring Lamb Chops—Season 
and cover with egg and bread crumbs. 
Bake in the oven until brown, and 
serve with green peas or tomato sauce. 
If winter lamb chops are used, it is 
well to pour melted butter on them 
the day before using, and to scrape it 
off before dipping in the egg. 


Potato Salad—fake four or five 
good-sized toiled potatoes, mash and 
add one-half teacup of cream or milk 
and beat until light. Season with salt, 
pepper, celery seed and ono small 
onion, chopped fine, 
Put one-halJ 
teacup of vinegar in a saucepan, and 
when nearly to boiling Jpoint stir in 
two well-beaten eggs. 
Stir constant* 
ly until it thickens, then pour over 
the potatoes, beating all ¿well togeth* 
e*. Put in salad dish and garnish with 
celery leaves or parsloy. 


Grilled Almonds—Blanch a cupful 
of almonds and dry thoroughly, 
Boil 
one cup of granulated sugar with a 
quarter of a cup of water until it 
“ hairs;” then throw in the blanched 
almonds. Let them cook in this sirup, 
stirring them occasionally, tintil they 
become a delicate golden brown be* 
fore the sugar changes. 
As soon at 
the sugar commences to take on a 
color, quickly take the pan from the 
fire and stir the almonds rapidly until 
the sirup has turned back to sugar and 
clings irregularly to the nuta*

A dispatch sent out from London 


some days ago in regard to the amount 
of wheat on band in Europe, and the 
amount that will will yet be needed, is 
a matter of interest to the people of 
this country. 


It says that up to about June of last 


year the scarcity of English wheat and 
the small stocks on hand kept values 
steady, the fluctuations being unimport- 
ant. 
But in July the promise of the 


English and french crops was so favor- 
able that a depressed opinion prevailed 
regarding prices for the future. Alter 
August there was an unexpected rise of 
ten shillings per quarter and this had 
the effect of attracting large supplies 
from America and Roumania, so that 
ft temporary lapse was caused in some 
of the countries. It briefly summar. 
izes the present position of the world's 
wheat trade, Europe, it is said wants 
forty-five million quarters from the im- 
porting countries. As far as is known 
twenty two million quarters have been 
shipped, which leaves twenty-three mil* 
lion quarters to be shipped. Toward 
this amount it is claimed countries out* 
side America cannot well supply more 
than fourteen million quarters, so that | 
Europe will have to look to America 
for nine million quarters before next 
August, whereas, at an outside estimate, 
according to cables received in Lon 
don last week, America has only five 
million quarters to spare. 
"Under 


these circumstances," the dispatch 
states, "the observant wheat trader 
looks for lively times in the spring, 
when the American markets are ex- 
pected to find their supplies short." 


Should these statements prove to be 


reliable, the probabilities are that the 
price of wheat will be still considera- 
bly increased by next spring. Should 
the prospects of an increased price be 
realized it will be of great advantage 
to our agriculturists, and add material- 
ly to the wealth and prosperity of th£ 
country. We believe a better day is 
coming for the farmer, and that with 
a restoration of prosperity in other lines 
of trade and business throughout the 
country will come an increased .con- 
sumption of borne products, so that 
good prices will not entirely depend 
upon a shortage jf crops in .other, .lands. 
. When the country becomes prosperous 


enough fo consume six bushels of wheat 
per capita, the farmer will have a good 
borne market for bis crop, and the in- 
crease of population biought about by- 
prosperous times will give sti 1 an addi 
tional demand for farm produce and a 
home market that will be even better 
and more profitable than the export 
trade of farm products. 
Meanwhile 


we are glad th*t an increased foreign 
demand gives promise of help fot bur 
farmeis.

N tbo Century William Hugh Ro- 
bafts has an articlo 
entitled 
“ Napoleon's Interest in tho Bat­ 
tle of Now Orleans, ” In this is 
quoted a hitherto unpublished letter 
writton by General Jackson to Mr. 
James Monroo, A portion of tbo letter 
followsi 


‘There was a very heavy iog on iho 
river that morning, and the British 
had formed and wero moving before I 
knew it. 
Tho disposition of tho rifle­ 
men was very simple. 
They wero told 
oil in numbers one and two. 
Number 
one was to firo iirsb, then stop back 
and lot number two shoot while he re­ 
loaded. 
About six hundred yards 
from tho riflemen thoro was a great 
drainagocanal running back from tho 
Mississippi Hiver to tho swamp in the 
roar of tlio tilled land on which we 
wero operatiug. 
Along tho canal the 
British formed, under the lire of the 
fow artillery pieces I had near enough 
to them to get their range. 
But the 
instant I saw them I said to Oo2ee, 
whom I directed to hurry to his line, 
which was first to be attacked: ‘By 
—,\ve have got them; they are onrsl1 
Coffee dashed forward, and riding 
along his line, callod out: ‘Don’t 
shoot till you can see their belt- 
buckles/ The British wero formed in 
mass, well closed up, and about two 
companies front. . 


“ The British, thus formed, moved 
on at a quick step, without tiring a 
shot, to within one hundred yards of 
tho kneeling riflemen, who were hold­ 
ing their lire until they could see tho 
belt-buckles of their enemios. 
The 
British advance was 
executed 
as 
though they had been on parade. 
They marched shoulder to shoulder, 
with tho step of veterans,as they wero. 
At one hundred yaids’ distance from 
our lino the order was given, ‘.Extend 
column front.’ ‘Double quick, march! 
Charge!’ With bayonets^at tho charge 
they came on us at a run. 
I own it 
was an anxious moment; J. well knew 
the charging column was made up of 
the picked troops of the British army. 
They had been trained by the Duke 
himself, wero commanded by his 
brother-in-law, and had successfully 
held off the ablest of Napoleon’s Mar­ 
shals in tho Spanish campaign. 
My 
riflemen had never seen suoh an at­ 
tack, nor had they ever before fought 
white men, 
Tho morning, too, was 
damp; their powder might not burn 
well. ¿3od help us!’ I muttered, 
watching the rapidly advancing iine. 
Seventy, sixty, fifty, finally forty 
yards, were they from the eilent 
kneeling riflemen. 
All of my men I 
could seo was their long rifles rested 
on the logs before them. They obeyed 
their orders well; not a shot was fired 
until the redcoats were within forty 
yards. 
I heard Cofiee’a voice as ho 
roared o u t: ‘Now, men, aim for the 
centre of the cross-belts! 
Fire!’ 
A 
second after the order a crackling, 
blazing flash ran all along our line. 
The smoko hung so heavily in the 
misty morning air that I could not see 
what had happened. 
I called Tom 
Overton and Abner Duncan, of ]my 
stall, and we galloped toward Coffee’*; 
line. 
In a few seconds after tho first 
fire there came another sharp, ringing 
volley. 
As I came within ono hun­ 
dred and fifty yards of CoiFee, tho 
smoke lifted enough for me to make 
out what was happening, 


“The British were falling back in a 
confused, disorderly maws, and the 
entire first ranks of their column were 
blown away. 
For two hundred yards 
iu our frout the ground was covered 
with a mass of writhing wounded, 
dead, and dying redcoats. 
By the 
timo the rifles wero wiped tho British 
line was reformed, and on it came 
again. 
This time they were led bv 
J 
V 
W 


General Pakenham in person, gallantly 
mounted, and riding as though ho was 
on parade. 
Just before ho got within 
range of Coffee’s line I heard a single 
rifle shot from a group of country 
carts we had been using, about one 
hundred and seventy-five yards dis­ 
tant, and a moment thereafter I saw 
Pakenham reel and pitch out of hie 
saddle. 
I have always believed he 
fell from the bullet of a tree man oJ 
color, who was a famous rifle-shot, 
and came from the Atakappas region 
of Louisiana. 
Tho second advance 
was precisely like the first in its end­ 
ing. 
In five volleys the 1500 or more 
ritlomen 
killed and wounded 
2117 
British soldiers, two-thirds of them 
killed dead or mortally wounded. 
1 
did not know where General Paken­ 
ham was lying, or I should have sent 
to him, or gone in person, to offer any 
service in my x^ower to render. 


“I was told he lived two hours aftei 
he was hit. 
His wound was directly 
through the liver and bowels. 
Gen* 
era! Keene, I hear, was killed dead. 
They sent a flag to me, asking leave tc 
gather up their wounded and bury 
their dead, which, of course, I grant­ 
ed. 
I was told by a wounded officer 
that the rank and file absolutely re­ 
fused to make a third charge. 
‘Wt 
have no chance with such shooting a* 
these Americans do/ they said.”

A dispatch sent nut from London 
gome days ago in regard to the amount 
of wheat on hand in Europe, and the 
amount that will will yet be needed, is 
a matter of interest to the people of 
this country. 


It says that up to about June of last 
year the scarcity of English wheat and 
the small stocks on hand kept values 
steady, the fluctuations being unimport* 
ant. 
But in July the promise of the 
English and french crops was so favor­ 
able that a depressed opinion prevailed 
regarding prices for the future. 
Alter 
August there was an unexpected rise of 
ten shillings per quarter and this had 
the effect of attracting large supplies 
from America and Roumania, so that 
a temporary lapse was caused in some 
of the countries. 
It briefly summar. 
izes the present position of the world's 
wheat trade, Europe, it is said wants 
forty-five million quarters from the im­ 
porting countries. 
As far as is known 
twenty two million quarters have been 
shipped, which leaves twenty-three mil* 
lion quarters to be shipped. 
Toward 
this amount it is claimed countries out* 
side America cannot well supply more 
than fourteen million quarters, so that 
Europe will have to look to America 
for nine million quarters before next 
August, whereas, at an outside estimate, 
according to cables received in Lon 
don last week, America has only five 
million quarters to spare. 
«Under 
these 
circumstances,” the dispatch 
states, «the observant wheat trader 
looks for lively times in the spring, 
when the American markets are ex* 
pected to find their supplies short." 


Should these statements prove to be 
reliable, the probabilities are that the 
price of wheat will be still considera­ 
bly increased by next spring. 
Should 
the prospects of an increased price be 
realized it will be of great advantage 
to our agriculturists, and add material­ 
ly to the wealth and prosperity of ;th£ 
country. 
We believe a better day is 
coming for the farmer, and that with 
a restoration of prosperity in other lines 
of trade and business throughout the 
country will come an increased ,con­ 
sumption of home products, so- that 
good prices will not entirely depend 
upon a shortage >f crops in othef .lands. 
When the country becomes prosperous 
enough to consume six bushels of wheat 
per capita, the farmer will have a good 
home market for his crop, and the in­ 
crease of population biought about by 
prosperous times will give sti 1 an addi 
tional demand for farm produce and a 
home market that will be even better 
and more profitable than the export 
trade of farm products. 
Meanwhile 
we are glad that an increased foreign 
demand gives promise of help for our 
farmeis.

Moses P. Handj in the New York

McKinley and 


Polk both sprung from the dominating 
Scotch-Irish race; they both served 
in their State Legislatures; both en- 
tered Congress young, Polk at thirty, 
McKinloy at thirty-four; both served 
the tame length of time, fourteen 
years, and they were both Chairman 
of the "Ways and Means Committee, 
and shaped the revenue policy of their 
time. 
Polk became Speaker of the 


House, and McKinley barely missed 
it. 
After retiring - from Congress, 


each became Governor of his State, 
and thus they had precisely the same 
legislative and executive experience 
before being elected to the Presidency. 


Sixteen years have elapsed since the 


famous Lord Beaconsfield passed from 
the scenes of his earthly career, and 
yet the great English statesman is 
still without a biography. In view of 
the excellent position which Lord Bea- 
consfield occupied for so many years 
as Prime Minister of the greatest 
Nation on earth, it is strange that no 


. one has arisen from among the num- 


ber of his surviving associates to 
perform this service to his memory. 
A side' from doing honor to the illus- 
trious dead, however, it seems that a 
life of the great leader should be 
written as a contribution to the his- 
tory of England.

enufish of the Pacific, Mo!a mola. This 
extraordinary member of the family, 
though standing high in the list of 
fishes, is very unfishlike in appearance, 
resembling some Japanese monstrosity. 
The fish is more or less' oval, covered 
•with a hard skin that is enveloped with 
a thick mucus. The dorsal fin is large 
and high, and directly below it extends 
the anal fin, which resembles it in 
size and shape. Tail the mola has 
none, the body 
apparently being 


chopped off, a mere ridge, controlled 
by powerful muscles, taking its placa 
and being entirely useless in the sense 
of a tail. 


Thus equipped ."the sunGsh would 


naturally be a slow swimmer, and so 
lethargic is it that the writer has often 
approached it in a boat. 
On one 


occasion a boat hook was hooked int.) 
the gills of a large sunfisb, which was 
caught with little or no resistance. 


One of the largest specimens ob- 


served by the writer grounded on the 
bar of the St. John's River and at- 
tracted BO" much attention that it 
was caught and carried ashore where 
it was provided with red eyes and ex- 
hibited as a "sea monster." The fish 
was ten feefc high, or that measure 
ment between the tips of the upper 
and lower fins. A much larger speci 
men, eleven feet high, was observed in 
Caliiornia waters. 


Off the islands of the Santa Barbara 


Channel these fishes are very common 
in midsummer, lying at the surface in 
the choppy sea and apparently expos- 
ing their sides to the hot semiiropic 
sun. When lying in this position, the 
sea washing ovor them, they resemble 
a piece of wreckage, and are, without 
doubt, so considered by numbers of 
birds, especially the shags, which, 
when weary from long flight and pre- 
ferring a dry roost, alight on them 
and retain 
their position without 


alarming the fish. Several birds have 
been observed resting on a single 
Bunfish, and some of the fishermen 
assume that the fish, being infested 
with parasites, take this position 
either to allow the sun to destroy them 
or thinking that the birds will devour 
them. 
In 
all 
probability 
the 


matter of parasites does not enter into 
the question as an explanation. 
The 


fish erjoye floating at the surface where 
th e water is warm and the birds alight 
upon it simply as a rest, just as they 
would upsn any floating object 


Sonfish could be caught in numbers 


off the islands mentioned, but no use 
having been discovered for them, 
they have no market value. Their 
muscles are so hard and elastic that 
when cut into small pieces and thrown 
upon the ground they rebound. ' In 
one small seaport the writer found 
that the elastic tissue was used byothe 
fishermen's boys in the manufacture of 
baseballs. 


The young of snnfish is a singular 


looking little creature, hatching from 
eggs deposited on the high seas, float- 
ing at the surface. 
They were sup- 


posed for many years to be a difler- 
ent species, so unlike were they in 
general appearance to the adult sun- 
fish.

America llieu iii -Wild riant'. 


Nearly all our grasses and forage 


plants are introductions from other 
countries, and every once in a while 
some botanical novelty is introduced 
with a flourish, and predatory runs 
made on the slim bank accounts of the 
agriculturist, who comes eventually to 
find the dearly-paid-for article no bet- 
ter than it should be. The botanists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture have recently shown that 
our own country is rich in wild plants 
of this character, and might add 
largely to profitable cultivation if only 
our progressive men could fce induced 
to give them patient tests, so as to im- 
prove a little on their wild character- 
istics. 
The idea is that some far- 


fetched article must be acclimated be- 
fore it can be valuable. The depart- 
ment has recently issued a valuable 
publication, 
profusely 
illustrated, 


showing that there are over two hun- 
dred wildlings or natives of the United 
States which are worth trial as forage 
plants, many of which would possibly 
prove mines of wealth to those who 
would intelligently undertake their 
culture and improvement. The differ- 
ent species of Hosackia it especially 
notes as worthy of trial.—New York 
Independent. 


Where Horses Are Scarce. 


"In a good many parts of the South 


horses are scarce," saidL. A. Warner, 
of Knoxville, at the Howard, "and 
the work usually performed by those 
beasts is done by oxen. In fact, the 
latter are preferred, notwithstanding 
the slow progress they make. I was in 
Western North Carolina a short time 
ago, when I met a man whom I knew 
to be amply able to afford horses if he 
wanted them, driving a yoke of oxen 
and carrying a rifle on his shoulder as 
he walked by the side of his wagon. 1 
stopped and talked to him, and in the 
course of conversation asked him why 
he used oxen instead of horses. 'Why,' 
said he, 'it takes just a day to make 
the trip to town with the oxen, and 
on the way I always kill enough game 
to cook for supper when I get back 
home. If I drove horses I could never 
kill any game. It would take all my 
time to drive, and I would never see 
anvtbing to shoot.' "—Washington 
Star. ,.. 


First Use ot Niagara's Power.

A simple calf 
feeder is much used in this country— 
a pail or box with ft big rubber tea 
attached.—New England Homestead, 


PLANT COKN WIDE. 


G. B. Turner, of Burgess, Miss., ha 


a neighbor who always plants corn in 
rows seven feet apart and makes forty 
to sixty bushels per acre, while ad- 
joining fields of his neighbors planteo 
in four-foot rows yield from s:x to 
thirty bushels. Mr. Turner asked the 
man of the'wide rows the reason for 
his practice and success. The answer 
was that experiments show that at 
tasscling time a stalk of corn takes 
from the soil through its roots and 
throws off into the air through its 
leaves a quart of water per day, if it 
can get it; and if it can't get it, it 
does not thrive. Hence, thinly seed- 
ed corn will thrive through a dry 
spell that will ruin thickly seeded 
crops. 


Mr. Turner was so impressed that 


he determined to experiment with cot- 
ton. 
One piece was planted 2x4, an- 


other 4x4, and another 5x4 feet, one 
stalk to tbe bill in all cases. Thai 
planted 4x4 yielded twice as much per 
acre as the piece planted 2x4, and the 
one planted 5x4 (four acres) did still 
better, yielding more than a bale to 
the acre, though the whole four acres 
had never before yielded as much as 
two bales when planted in three and 
four foot rows with a stalk every eight 
or twelve inches. 
Tvro Texas farmers 


report similar success with wide rows. 
Of course, in such wide rows cultiva- 
tion is much more easily, quickly and 
cheaply done, and at the last caltivat 
ing peas or some other catch crop is 
sown in the broad middles.—Home 
and Farm. 


ASOT;T IIOTJLTIXGI. 


Those who witness the moulting of 


the hens do not, perhaps, consider 
hoxv important the operation is ta the 
feathered tribe in general. It is the 
casting away of the old covering, the 
putting on of new clothes, so to speak, 
say the Poultry Keeper, but the pro- 
cess is a gradual one, requiring three 
months for its completion. 


The majority of persons have no 


patience with a moulting hen. They 
think she ought to lay when she is 
moulting, but, if they will reflect a 
little, they will conclude that nature 
is economical in her workings, and 
does not devolve upon her creatures 
the fulfillment of more than one task 
at a time. It is as much as she can do 
to pass through the period of moult- 
ing safely, for, should she catch cold 
or become sick from any cause, her 
system will be too much out of order 
to arrive at good health again. 


Although the hen becomes, as a 


rule, rather fat while moulting, this is 
due to the fact that when her food is 
assimilated, the feathers require for 
manufacture nearly all of the lime, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen that is 
contained in the food, but require 
very little carbon. 
The ben may, 


therefore, grow fat and yet be weak, 
for ehe may be richly supplied with 
certain elements of which ehe always 
has an excess, while being very de- 
ficient in other elements that are ab- 
solutely requisite for the purpose of 
moulting. As the hen has now to sup- 
ply her own bodily wants, as well as 
to grow feathers, she has a great drain 
on her system, and to neglect her for 
a single day makes it very precarious 
for her. 


Then, again, during the process of 


feather making, there are other min- 
erals that are urgently demanded by 
the system, such as iron and sulphur. 
When the bens are moulting, give 
them a generous supply of bone meal, 
charcoal, meat and vegetables, tinc- 
ture of iron in the drinking water,and 
a few pinches of red pepper occasion- 
ally, makes a ionic for them. 


The hens that moult the earliest al- 


ways begin to Jay the Foonest, and, 
therefore, it is best not to dispose of 
those that moult early. When once 
a hen is through moulting she bas a 
good start as a layer, and has BO 
farther work to do till the succeeding 
iall bat lay, and, if well, will do well 
in the winter, especially if the quar- 
ters are warm. If early pnllets are 
well grown the late moulting hens 
may be sent to market, and they will 
retain laving till warm Weather in the 
spring, and late pullets will not lay in 
winter at all, unless they have ma- 
tured quickly.

Salt is a question of taste on tbe 


part of the consumer, a thing to bring 
oat the flavor a little sharper. It is 


not a preserver of butter, says Joha 
Gould in Ohio Farmer. 


To salt butter so that it will suit 


every one is a difficult thing to do. 
My way will not suit some other butter 
maker who makes No. 1 butter, and 
his will not agree with my views. But 
however we may do it, it is simply one 
of many -ways to get dissolved salt 
evenly through the mass, and if the 
salt is all dissolved in the mass of 
butter, there is only about a half ounce 
of salt to the pound, and if more, it is 
salt grains undissolved, which in no 
case can do the butter any good. 


All this simplifies what we have to 


say. 
There may bo better churns than 


the revolvers, barrel or box, but if so, 
the best experts have failed to find 
them. The best churning cream is 
that which carries fully thirty-three 
per cent, of actual butter fat, and such 
cream churns out the "cleanest" at 
fifty-two degrees. 
But these are 


figures that properly belong to separa- 
tor work. Fill tLo barrel churn a 
little less than half lull of well mixed, 
slightly acid cream, and if in summer, 
it is to be presumed at fifty-eight de- 
grees. 


The time to commence to salt the 


butter is just before the cream begins 
to distinctly break, at which point a 
couple of quarts of fair brine at fifty- 
eight degrees should be added to the 
cream to break up the casein and help 
to liberate the fats. 
As soon as the 


cream has come into distinct grains of 
butter add a gallon of water at fifty- 
five degrees for each two gallons of 
cream and agitate slightly, and within 
a few minutes draw out the fluid with- 
out disturbing the mass of butter on 
the surface. Piepeat the washing, but 
it is well to dissolve a little salt in this 
second wash; some say it is to prevent 
dissolving out the flavor. Let this, 
after mixing, ran on as thoroughly as 
it can without assistance. "Guess" an 
ounce of salt to the pound of butter 
as it lies on the bottom of the churn 
and sprinkle on. Stir it up with a 
little wooden fork, gently, lifting up 
the butter as the salting proceeds, the 
objects of which, lifting up the butter 
as flaky as possible, to facilitate the 
even distribution of the salt. Put on 
the cover and churn the butter into 
lumps, and then with the fork break 
them up and churn again with a slow 
swing as at the start. Place the tutter 
on a clean worker, and with a flat roller 
press cut any surplus moisture and 
pack into some of the fancy packages 
at once. The butter worker is not neces- 
sary as tbe churn can do it all. 
This 
butter 
should 
be 
salted 


as nearly as possible at fifty-five de- 
grees. If it should not work well it 
will be on account of the temperature, 
which can be raised a little, or low- 
ered if too soft. There is much in the 
cow and the character of the feed 
given that must be taken into account, 
and methods varied to suit the case.

SUBSTITUTE FOR MUFF CHAIN. 


A welcome fashion lor those who 
cannot afford tho muff chain is a band 
of black velvet ribbon, a little less 
than an inch wide, fastened at each 
side with a tiny buckle. 
Any desired 
Amount of money can bo absorbed in 
this fashion; but the rhinestone and 


suufish of the Pacific, Mola mola. This 
extraordinary member of the family, 
though standing high in the list of 
fishes, is very unfishlike in appearance, 
resembling some Japaneso monstrosity. 
The fish is mure or less oval, covered 
with a hard skin that is onveloped with 
a thick mucus. 
The dorsal fin is largo 
and high, and directly below it extends 
the anal fin, which resembles it in 
size and shape. 
Tail tho mola has 
none, tho body 
apparently being 
chopped off, a mere ridge, controlled 
by powerful muscles, taking its place 
and being entirely useless in the eonso 
of a tail. 


Thus equipped .’the nun fish would 
naturally be a slow swimmer, and 60 
lethargic is it that the writer has often 
approached it in a boat. 
On ono 
occasion a boat hook was hooked into 
the gills of a large sunfish, whioh was 
caught with little or no resistance, 


Ono of the largest specimens ob­ 
served by the writer grounded on the 
bar of the St. John’s Biver and at­ 
tracted so* much attention that it 
was caught and carried ashore where 
it was provided, with red eyes and ex­ 
hibited as a “sea monster.” The fi«h 
was ten feet high, or that measure 
ment between the tips of the upper 
and lower fins. 
A much iavger speci­ 
men, eleven feet high, was observed in 
Caliiornia waters. 


Off the islands of the Santa Barbara 
Channel these fishes are very common 
in midsummer, lying at the surfaeo in 
the choppy sea and apparently expos 
ing their aides to tho hot semitropic 
sun. 
When lying in this position, tho 
sea washing over them, they resemble 
a piece of wreckage, and are, without 
doubt, so considered by numbers of. 
birds, especially the shags, which, 
when weary from long flight and pre­ 
ferring a dry roost, alight on them 
and retain 
their position without 
alarming the fish. 
Several birds have 
been observed resting on a single 
sunfish, and some of the fishermen 
assume that the fish, being infested 
with parasites, take 
this position 
either to allow tho sun to destroy them 
or thinking that the birds will devour 
them. 
In 
all 
probability 
tho 
matter of parasites does not enter into 
the question as an explanation. 
The 
fish enjoys floating at the surface where 
i} e water is warm and the birds alight 
upon it simply as a rest, just as they 
would upDn any floating object. 


Sunfish could bo caught in numbers 
off the islands mentioned, but no use 
having been discovered for them, 
they have no market value. 
Their 
muscles are so hard and elastic that 
when cut into small pieces and thrown 
upon the ground they rebound. 
In 
ono small seaport tho writer found 
that tho elastic tissue was used byothe 
fishermen’s boys in the manufacture of 
baseballs. 
% 


The young of sunfish is a singular 
looking little creature, hatobing from 
eggs deposited on the high seas, float­ 
ing at the surface. 
They were sup­ 
posed for many years to bo a difler- 
ent species, so unlike were they in 
general appearance to the adult sun­ 
fish.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


FrodaeU *• to Vast IB 


•traetlag the H.w Capitol. 


Harrlsburg, Feb. ».—T»e legislator* 


htld its first MMlon lut night in the 
Or*** Methodist church. The building 
Is almost within a stone's throw of 
the •mouldering ruins of the ancient 
capltoL It has been admirably fitted 
up for the uses of the legislature. A 
score of workmen have worked Inces- 
santly since Friday putting in steam 
pipes and radiators. They have com- 
pleted the bulk of the Job, and will 
hare everything ready to turn on the 
•team 
tomorrow. 
Meanwhile 
the 


building will be heated with hot air. 


There were many spectators last 


night in the large galleries of the au- 
ditorium to witness the opening ses- 
SiOB In the church. The wives and 
sisters of the legislators were among 
•fee spectators, they having come to at- 
tend the reception given this evening 
fcfr Governor and Mrs. Hastings. 


The house was flooded -with reso- 


lutions, the bulk of which had to do 
with the proposed new capitol. A 
resolution put i*. by Mr. Williams, of 
Bedford, which was adopted, repuires 
the use of Pennsylvania materials in 
the construction of the new capitol 
and the employment ef naturalized 
American citizens in the work. Mr 
(Williams also offered a resolution pro- 
viding that "a commission be created 
consisting of the board of commis- 
sioners of public buHding and grounds 
•ad the committee on public buildings 
of the senate and house, to which al 
plans, specifications and bids pertain- 
ing to the erection of the said build- 
ing or buildings shall be submitted for 
approval and adoption, and subject to 
the ratification of the legislature.' 
JTfcis was also adopted. 


A number of bills were presented, In- 


cluding several appropriation meas- 
ures. 


The senate, after some discussion, 


concurred in the house resolution au- 
thorising the governor to solicit archi- 
tects to make plans for a new capital. 


Harrlsburgr, Feb. 10.—The feature of 


yesterday's session of the senate was 
the fight made by President Pro Tom. 
McCarrell to hare the senate take 
back Its criticism of Harrisburg's vol- 
unteer fire department. The senate, 
however, refused to recede, and Sen- 
ator Thomas, who was the leading 
spirit te tho attack against the Har- 
risburg system, came off victorious in 
the position he assumed. 


Among the many bills introduced 


wo>s a compulsory voting bill introduc- 
ed by Senator Andrews. It provides 
that a delinquent voter shall be fined 
16 tor each offense unless he can show 
he was unable by reason of sicknegs 
w absence from the city to vote; 
Mr. Brown, amending the Baker bal- 
lot law after the Australian system; 
by Mr. Saylor, providing for the 
(ranting of certificates to graduates of 
nigh schools, academies and seminar- 
ies, conferring the same privilege and 
tinder the same conditions as a state 
normal school diploma. 


In the house a bill was introduced 


requiring that the poll tat of a rater 
shall be paid by him personally to the 
duly authorized collector. 
Another 


house bill repuires school directors or 
controllers to allow the school chil- 
dren to have the use of books fur- 
nished them by the board one month 
during the summer at pay or select 
schools.

New York. Feb. 10.—Captain John 


Quincy Adams Herring, of Baltimore, 
who was the oldest employe of the 
Adams Express company. In which he 
was a director, died suddenly last eve- 
ning from heart failure in the lobby of 
the Holland House. Captain Herring 
was 71 years old. and the manager of 
the Baltimore office of the company. 
He had been with the company 45 
years. 
Captain Herring arrived In 


this olty a short time before his death 
from Baltimore. He had come to at- 
tend a meeting of the directors of the 
company.

Rockall, a desolate granite rock ris­ 
ing only seventy feet above the sea, 
between Iceland and the Hebrides, is 
to be made an English meteorological 
station. 
It lies 250 miles from land, 
the nearest point to it being the little 
island of St. Kilda, 150 miles away, 
and itself nearly a hundred miles from 
tho main group of the Hebrides. 
Rockall is in tho path of the cyclonic 
disturbances on the Atlantic, and the 
station there would give timely warn­ 
ing of storms approaching tho British 
coast. 


At Elausthal, Germany, a bolt of 
lightning instantly melted two wire 
nails 5.32 inch in diameter. 
To melt 
iron in this short time would be im­ 
possible in the largest furnace now in 
existence, and it could only be accom­ 
plished with the aid of electricity, but 
a current 200 amperes and a potential 
of 20,000 volts would be necessary. 
This electric forco for one second rep­ 
resents 5000 horse power, bub as the 
lightning accomplished the melting in 
considerably less time, say 1-10 of a 
second, it follows that tho bolt was 
50,000 horse power. 


America liicii iu Wild riant*. 


Nearly all our grasses and forage 
plants are introductions from other 
countries, and every once in a while 
some botanical novelty is introduced 
with a flourish, and predatory runs 
made on the slim bank accounts of the 
agriculturist, who comes eventually to 
find the dearly*paid-for article no bet­ 
ter than it should be. 
The botanists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture have recently shown that 
our own country is rich in wild plants 
of this character, and might add 
largely to profitable cultivation if only 
our progressive men could be induced 
to give them patient tests, so as to im­ 
prove a little on their wild character­ 
istics. 
Tho idea is that some far­ 
fetched article must be acclimated be­ 
fore it can be valuable. 
The depart­ 
ment has recently issued a valuable 
publication, 
profusely 
illustrated, 
showing that there are over two hun­ 
dred wildlings or natives of the Unicod 
States which are worth trial as forage 
plants, many of which would possibly 
prove mines of wealth to those who 
would intelligently undertake their 
culturo and improvement. 
The differ­ 
ent species of Hosackia it especially 
notes as worthy of trial.—New York 
Independent.

Where Horses Aro Scarce. 


“In a good many parts of the South 
horses are scarce,” saidL. A. Warner, 
of Knoxville, at the Howard, “ and 
tho work usually performed by those 
beasts is done by oxen. 
In fact, the 
latter are preferred, notwithstanding 
the slow progress they make. I was in 
Western North Carolina a short time 
ago, when I met a man whom I knew 
to be amply able to afford horses if he 
wanted them, driving a yoke of oxon 
and carrying a rifio on his shoulder ae 
he walked by the sido of his wagon, 3 
stopped and talked to him, and in the 
course of conversation asked him why 
he used oxen instead of horses. ‘Why, 
said he, ‘it takes just a day to make 
the trip to town with the oxen, and 
on the way I always kill enough game 
to cook for supper when I get back 
home. If I drove horses I could never 
kill any game, 
It would take all my 
time to drive, and I would never see 
anything to shoot,1 ”—Washington 
Star, ..

First Use ol Niagara's Power.

of hydraulic canals, and in 1861 one 
was completed.

CALF FEEDING EXPERIMENTS. 


Calf feeding experiments at somo of 
tho European stations rosulted in 
greater gains in weight when the 
calves were fed from a good artificial 
feeder initead of from a pail. 
Tho 
latter system does not prevent ap­ 
pearance of .diarrhcoa, but diminishes 
tho number of cases. 
A simple calf 
feeder is much used in this country— 
a pail or box with a big rubber teat 
attached,—New England Homestead, 


PLANT CORN WIDE. 


G. H. Turner, of Burgoss, Mies., has 
a neighbor who always plants corn in 
rows seven feot apart and makes forty 
to sixty bushels per acre, while ad­ 
joining fields of his neighbors planted 
in four-foot rows yield from s*’x to 
thirty bushels. 
Mr. Turner asked tho 
man of the* wide rows tho reason for 
his practice and success. 
Tho answer 
was that experiments show that at 
tasscling time a stalk of corn takes 
from the soil through its roots and 
throws off into tho air through its 
leaves a quart of wator per day, if it 
can get it; and if it can't get it, it 
does not thrive. 
Hence, thinly seed­ 
ed corn will thrive through a dry 
spoil that will ruin thickly seeded 
crops. 


Mr. Turner was so impressed that 
he determined to experiment with cot­ 
ton. 
One piece was planted 2x4, an­ 
other 4x4, and another 5x4 feet, ono 
stalk to tho hill in all cases. 
That 
planted 4x4 yielded twice as much per 
acre as the piece planted 2x4, and tho 
one planted 5x4 (four acres) did still 
better, yielding more than a bale to 
the acre, though the whole four acres 
had never before yielded as much as 
two bales when planted in three and 
four foot rows with a stalk everv eight 
or twelve inches. 
Two Texas farmers 
report similar success with wide rows. 
Of course, iu such wido rows cultiva­ 
tion is much more easily, quickly and 
cheaply done, and at the last cultivat 
ing peas or somo other catch crop is 
sown in tho broad middles.—Home 
and Farm. 


AI30UT MOULTING. 


Those who witness the moulting of 
tho hens do not, perhaps, consider 
how imj^ortant the operation is to the 
feathered tribo in general. 
It is tho 
casting away of the old covering, the 
putting on of new clothes, so to sjjeak, 
say tho Poultry Keeper, but the pro­ 
cess is a gradual one, requiring three 
months for its completion. 


The majority of persons have no 
patienco with a moulting hen. 
They 
think she ought to lay when sho is 
moulting, but, if they will reliect a 
little, they will conclude that nature 
is economical in her workings, and 
does not devolve upon her creatures 
the fulfillment of more than one task 
at a time. 
It is as much as she can do 
to pass through tho period of moult­ 
ing safely, for, should sho catch cold 
or becomo sick from any cause, her 
S3’6tem will be too much out of order 
to arrive at good health again. 


Although the hen becomes, as a 
rule, rather fat while moulting/ this is 
due to the fact that when her food is 
assimilated, tho feathers require for 
manufacture nearly all of the lime, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen that is 
contained in the food, but require 
very little carbon. 
The hen may, 
therefore, grow fat and yet be woak, 
for sho may bo richly supplied with 
certain elements of which she always 
has an excess, while being very de­ 
ficient in other elements that are ab­ 
solutely requisite for the purpose of 
moulting. 
As the hen has now to sup­ 
ply her own bodily wants, as well as 
to grow feathers, she has a great drain 
on her system, and to neglect her for 
a single day makes it very precarious 
for her. 


Then, again, during the process of 
feather making, there are other min­ 
erals that are urgently demanded by 
the system, such as iron and sulphur. 
When tho hens are moulting, give 
them a generous supply of bone meal, 
charcoal, meat and vegetables, tinc­ 
ture of iron in the drinking water, and 
a few pinchos of red jjepper occasion­ 
ally, makes a tonic for them. 


The hens that moult the earliest al­ 
ways begin to Jay the soonest, and, 
therefore, it is best not to dispose of 
thoso that moult early. 
When once 
a hen is through moulting she has a 
good start as a layer, and has no 
further work to do till the succeeding 
iall but lay, $nd, if well, will do well 
in the winter, especially if the quar­ 
ters aro warm. 
If early pullets are 
well grown the late moulting hens 
may be sent to market, and they will 
retain laying till warm \Veather in tho 
spring, and late pullets will not lay in 
winter at all, unless they have ma­ 
tured quickly. 


not a preserver of butter, says John 
Gould in Ohio Farmer. 


To salt butter so that it will suit 
every one is a difficult thing to do. 
My way will not suit some other butter 
maker who makes No. 1 butter, and 
his will not agree with my viows* But 
however wo may do it, it is simply ono 
of many ways to get dissolved salt 
evenly through tho mass, and if tho 
salt is all dissolved in tho mass of 
butter, there is only about a half ounce 
of salt to tho pound, aud if more, it ia 
salt «rains undissolved, whioh in no 
case can do tho butter any good. 


All this simplifies what we have to 
say. 
There may bo better churns than 
tho revolvers, barrel or box, but if so, 
tho best experts have failed to find 
them. 
The best churning croam is 
that which carries fully thirty-threo 
per cent, of actual butter fat, and such 
cream churns out the “ cleanest” at 
fifty-two degrees. 
But thoso aro 
figures that properly belong to separa­ 
tor work. 
Fill tho barrel churn a 
little less than half full of woll mixed, 
slightly acid cream, and if in summer, 
it is to be presumed at fifty-eight de­ 
grees. 


Ihe time to commence to salt tho 
butter is just before the cream bemns 
to distinctly break, at which point u 
couple of quarts of fair brine at fifty- 
eight degrees should bo added to the 
cream to break up tho casein and help 
to liberate the fats. 
As soon as the 
cream has come into distinct grains of 
butter add a gallon of water at fifty- 
iivo degrees for each two gallons of 
cream and agitate slightly, and within 
a few minutes draw out tho fluid with­ 
out disturbing the mass of butter on 
the surface. 
Repeat the washing, but 
it is well to dissolve a little salt in this 
second wash; some say it is to preveut 
dissolving out the flavor. 
Let this, 
after mixing, run off as thoroughly as 
it can without assistance. 
* ‘Guess” an 
ounce of salt to tho pound of butter 
as it lies on the bottom of the churn 
and sprinkle on. 
Stir it up with a 
little wooden fork, gently, lifting up 
the butter as tho salting proceeds, the 
objects of whioh, lifting up the butter 
as flaky as possible, to facilitate tho 
even distribution of the salt. 
Put on 
the cover and churn the butter into 
lumps, and then with the fork break 
.them up and churn ng-ain with a slow 
swing as at the btart. Place the butter 
on a clean worker,and with a flat roller 
press cut any surplus moisture aud 
pack into some of the fancy packages 
at once. The butter worker is not neces­ 
sary as tho churn can do it all. 
This 
butter 
should 
bo 
salted 
as nearly as possible at fifty-five de­ 
grees. 
If it should not work well it 
will be on account of the temperature, 
which can bo raised a little, or low­ 
ered if too soft. 
There is much in the 
cow and the character of tho feed 
given that must be taken into accouut, 
and methods varied to suit the case. 


From the worker pack directly, or 
print, for with such salting of tho but­ 
ter nothing can bo gained m securing 
better texture by keeping it tweoty- 
four hours before putting on tho final 
touches.

often prove to be frauds that fail to 
make any returns rather than bigger 
ones. 


In the creameries of Australia and 
New Zealand it is the general rule to 
heac the milk before separating to 
from 100 to 180 de£peee. 
This is 
practically 
pasteurizing 
both the 
cream and the skim milk before skim­ 
ming and may be one reason why Aus­ 
tralian butter is so satisfactory to the 
English markets.

by Governor and Mrs. Hastings. 


The house w as flooded with reso­

Admiral Bunce's Squadron Had » 
Very Stormy Voyage. 


Charleston. S. C.» Feb. 9.—Admiral 
Bunce'a 
blockadinff 
squadron 
made 
this port yesterday after a stormy voy- 
age from Hampton Roads, and losing 
three men from the Maine duriti/j the 
rale of Friday. The fleet Is now an- 
chored off the 
Jetties, 
a n d 
Bhows no sig-n 
of the terrible 
weather 
ex- 
perienced. The 
squadron 
left 
the Koads 
on 
Thursday fore- 
noon and 
put 
to sea. Friday 
evenincT 
the 


weather thick- 
ened, 
and 
by 
n i g h t 
w a s 
Apmtrai, BUvrK. 
blowing- a gale. 
The Indiana returned to the 
Roads, 
owlngr to the condition of her turrets. 
The rest of the ileet, however, poked 
their noses Into the storm and headed 
south. When about fifty mile» off Hat- 
teraa 
the fleet encountered 
tlie full 
force of the blow. Open squadron for- 
mation was maintained, and the ves- 
sels were put In ord«r for a siege of 
weather. 


The battleship Maine rolled In the 
biff seas, the water washinK her decks 
at every plunge. It was late Friday 
afternoon that the accident occurred 
which cost three seamen their live«, 
and three others were rescued only by 
prompt and heroic work. A eran^ of 
men were ordered forward to mak« 
more secure the lashiners of the 
big 
«runs. The deck was deluged and the 
wind was freshening: every moment. 
The men were at work with the lash- 
i n o when an unusually heavy sea lit 
over her bows and swept aft. Six of 
the ranr were picked up and carried 
overboard. When the 
cry 
of "man 
overboard" 
w u 
carried 
back there 
wiu a sciiTie o£ momentary confusion, 
biUi to an imtant the splendid disci- 
pline 0t the crew was apparent. 
. Life buoys were cut loose and the 
order Quickly ^Iven to get a boat over- 
l>oard. The high seas made this a work 
of peril and difficulty, but a 
boat's 
crew under Naval 
Cadet 
Walter R, 
aherardl, son of Rear Admiral Qher- 
ardi, retired, was finally lowered, ex- 
cellent seamanship alone 
preventing 
the frail craft 
from being 
crushed 
against the sides of the big battleship. 
While the engines had been reversed 
at the first signal from the bridge, the 
momentum of the ship had carried her 
some distance beyond the spot where 
the seamen were swept overboard, and 
the set of the current was carrying 
them further away every moment. 


The ship'« crew watched 
the 
res- 
cuers as they pulled manfully in the 
heavy seas, the waves running so high 
that the little boat was at times hid- 
den from the vessel's deck as it rushed 
down Into the trough. Meantime the 
drowning men fought bravely, 
and 
three of them managed to keep afloat 
until their mates hauled them from 
the water. They were Seamen Hessel, 
Cronan, and Freeman. The remain- 
ing three, Brow», Nelson and Kogel, 
were not to be seen. The 
lifeboat 
cruised back and forth over the spot, 
but the brave fellows had given up the 
struggle, and met a «allor's fate. 


Friday night the fleet made heavy 
weather of it, but managed to keep 
within signaling distance of one an- 
other, Towards morning the squad- 
ron was hove to, and weathered out 
the rest of the gale in that manner. 
The oiflcers say It was one of the worst 
gales the fleet has ever experienced. 


In addition to the throe men lost 
overboard from the Maine during the 
gale of Friday one man was crushed 
to death on the cruiser Marblehead, 
another was fatally Injured, and six 
others were BO badly hurt that sev- 
eral may lose limbs. The Marblehead 
presents a very dismantled appearance. 
Her forecastle Is stove In, a portion of 
her superstructure and two hatches 
carried away. 
The heavy seas that 
swept her decks also carried away her 
searchlight, lower port boom, smashed 
the rails and ssvept overboard the life- 
boats. 


Carpenter Shawberl was crushed to 
death in the forecastle when it was 
wrecked 
by 
a 
monster 
wave, and 
Plumber lijckey had his skull crushed 
by the wreckase, and will probably 
die. 
The six Beameli who were In- 
jured were hurt at the same time. 


The other vessels of the fleet show 
marks of their rough voyage, their 
upper wox'ks and deck hampers being 
damaged.

Washington» 
Feb. 
10.—The 
house 
yesterday agreed to the llnal confer- 
ence report on the immigration bill by 
an overwhelming majorlty( 217 to 1$), 
and passed two more pension bills over 
the president's veto. The modification« 
of the immigration contained 
in the 
conference report, by which an intend- 
ing immigrant was required to be able 
to read and write *'the English or an- 
other language," and which permitted 
the Illiterate wife and minor children 
to accompany an eligible immigrant, 
removed the main opposition to 
the 
bill, but Messrs. Mahany of New York, 
Magulre of California and Kelfer of 
Minnesota opposed the whole 
theory 
of the bill on general principles, while 
Messrs. Bartholdt of Missouri and Mc- 
Alpln of Massachusetts both spoke In 
favor of the bill as modified. The bene- 
ficiaries of the pension bills passed 
over the veto were both of the cla«« 
known as "remarried 
widows." Mr. 
Cleveland has disapproved a number 
of these bills, but he has also allowed 
several to become laws without his 
signature. 
A resolution was adopted 
appointing John Marshall Brown, of 
Maine, to the vacancy on the board of 
managers of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteers, made vacant by 
the death of George L. Beal. 


The open session of the senate was 
wholly perfunctory and after transact- 
ing some routine buslne«« the doors 
were closed and an executive session 
continued throughout the day. 


PMsed Over the President*« Veto.

Sweeping \YitU Air. 


One of the greatest aids to the mod- 
ern housekeeper 
is tho pneumatic 
sweeper. 
This surprising new inven- 
tion, which nobody seems to claim tha 
honor of having discovered, and which 
is, therefore, open to all manufactur- 
ers, relegates tho broom to the garret 
and takes the place of the mechanical 
carpet sweeper, which a few years ago 
was thought to be perfection. 


All that is necessary to lit the pneu- 
matic sweeper to any hotel or private 
house is a pipe connection for com- 
pressed ail. 
When pneumatic sweep- 
ers have completely won their way 
pneumatic tubes may be carried into 
every houHO from a main in the street, 
as is now done with gas and water. 


With such a connection tbo whole 
house could be cleaned from cellar to 
garret in a few hours aud the labor of 
several servants could be dispensed 
with. 
Tho pneumatic sweeper can bo 
applied to dusting tho furniture. 


The new sv/eeper consists simply oC 
a long nozzle attached tJ the end of a 
rubber hose. 
The nozzle is about the 
same size as a broom handle. 


Ono end of this pipe is inserted 
into tho rubber house, and the other- 
carries a bras.i arrangement about a 
foot in width across the face. 
Hare 
there is a narrow slit running from 
Bide to side, and not more than 1-32 
of an inch in width. 


Through this narrow aperture the 
compressed air is forced at the rate oi 
seventy-five cubic feet a mmute. 
Tho 
household using the pneumatic sweep- 
ee passes it back and forth over the 
surface of the 
carpet.—New York 
Herald.

(either name is equally inadequate as 
descriptive of his duties) gets from §15 
to $1-0 a week, and he earns it fully. 
What the buyer is to tho inner man- 
asement of the store he is to the out- 
er. 
To the public ho is nothing more 
than a politely convenient living di- 
rectory, who knows promptly that tho 
ribbon sale is seven counters down to 
the left, aud that carpet-sweepers may 
bo found at tho end o! tho middle 
aisle on the third floor. Such matters 
as these are the simplest of his duties. 
To keep his salespeople up to tho 
standard in dress, deportment, and 
activity; to be polite to everybody; 
to stand as a bufler between the sales- 
people and tho wrath of those who 
have grievances against tho store for 
goods misaent or other mistakes made; 
to see that tho rules are obeyed; in 
short, to bo tho arbiter of conduct 
ond store etiquette; these are enough 
to guard him against ennui. 
Under a 
combination of a farseeing, 
ehrowd 
buver, and a courteous, hardworking 
••aisle manager," as he prefers to bo 
called, wifh a knack of managing peo- 
ple, any department will more than 
pay its share of the expenses of the 
establishment.

Mutton must be chosen by the firm- 
ness and fineness of the grain, its color, 
and the firm white fafc. Lamb that 
has been killed too long can be dis- 
covered by examination of the veins 
in tho necic. 
These are blueish when 
the meat is fresh, out green when it is 
stale. 
In the hind quarter, the point 
to examine is the knuckle, which is 
nob firm when the meat is not per- 
fectly fresh. 


THAT conn DINNETl. 


Farmers' children who have to walk 
a mile or more to school should be 
provided with substantial 
lunches, 
especially in winter time. 
Buttered 
bread, cake and cookies are insuffi- 
cient nourishment after the long morn- 
ing walk and three hours ot study; 
the afternoon session and homeward 
walk sharpens up their appetites, and 
as a rule they go stiaight to tho pan- 
try as soon as they get home, eat an- 
other cold lunch and consequently 
spoil their supper. 
It is not strange 
that so many country children, who 
should be the most vigorous, 
have 
stomach troubles before they are in 
their teens. 


Mothers should make a special study 
of cold dinners, having them as varied 
and nourishing as possible, and besides 
this, have the children's supper early. 
This will bo convenient in winter, for 
we alllike our evening meal at 5 o'clock, 
but it summer it necessitates an extra 
meal, especially when tho supper is to 
be hearty—for digestion should be 
well begun before the early bed hour. 
At first it will seem quite a task, but 
one will soon become used to it) and 
it pays in the end; in haying and har- 
vesting, esiaecially when extra help is 
hired, it is much nicer for tho mother 
and childien to have their tea before 
tho men folks. 


When we stop to consider, it is a 
long wait for the growing child (the 
time between the early breakfast and 
the G o'clock supper, the only hearty 
meals they havo), unless the cold 
lunches aro maUe more 
nourishing. 
Wo have known of many cases where 
children (not of poor parents, either) 
have been ashamed to open their lunch 
basket before the others, its contents 
being so meager aud uninviting—left 
covers, anything that happened to be 
cooked. 
This is all wrong; it is but 
a trifle more work to prepare them 
nice lunches, cooking the articles on 
the nrevious day while getting dinner. 


Of bread and butter there should be 
plenty, and cold meat as often as pos- 
sible; veal or beef loaf aro nice lunch 
dishes and are 
very 
inexpensive; 
amoked lish, salmon, halibut or even 
herring is good for an occasional re- 
lish; hard-boilod eggs are n.ico once 
in a while, 
also 
cottage^ <|heese, 
moulded in cups. 
Nice sandwiches 
may be made fiom odd bits of meat or 
fish chopped fine and moistened with 
salad-dressing. 
When chickens come 
upon the bill of fare, save some of the 
wings and forelegs that are the favorr 
ite pieces for the majority of children; 
they will enjoy them the nest day at 
school. 


There are many wholesome and ap- 
petizing dishes that may bo taken 
from any modern cook book. 
Health- 
ful dainties, such as spongecake, gra- 
ham wafers, cream gingerbread, oat 
meal cookies and fruits, should be 
provided instead of 
rich 
pastries. 
Baked apples and cup custards are 
nice, also small cups of jelly (beef ex- 
tract cups are about tho right size) 
will be appreciated; cranberry and 
apple-sago jellies ore very appetizing, 
and at the same time inexpensive. 


Alwoys provide napkins;paper ones 
will do, and they are sold as cheap as 
12 J cents per hundred. Paraifine paper 
is capital for keeping bread, cake, eta, 
fresh, and it can be used several times. 
Small tin boxes are convenient for 
packing meat or fish. If a child's ap- 
petite fails, as is often the case in the 
spring time, have tho lunches pre- 
pared out of her sight, and have "sur- 
" as often as possible.—New 
prises

Baked Spring Lamb Chops—Season 
and cover with egg and bread crumbs.

If winter lamb chops are used, it is 
well to pour melted butter on them 
the day before using, and to scrape it 
off before dipping in the egg. 


Potato Salad—rake four or five 
good-sized toiled potatoes, mash and 
add one-half teacup of cream or milk 
and beat until light.

'^Thera was a very heavy fog on iho 
river that morning, and tho British 
had formed and were moving before 3 
knew it. 
Thu dipposition of tho rifle- 
men was very simple. 
They were told 
oii in numbers one and two. 
Number 
one was to fire lirsb, then stop back 
and lot number two shoot -wbilG be re- 
loaded. 
About Bix hundred 
yards 
from tho ridemen there was a great 
drainagocanal running back from tho 
Mississippi Kiver to the swamp in the 
roar of tho tilled land on which we 
were operating. 
Along tho canal tho 
British formed, under the liro oE the 
few artillery pieces I had near enough 
to them to get their ranse. 
But the 
instant I saw them I said to OoGEee, 
whom I directed to hurry to his line, 
which was first to be attacked: 
'By 
—/•we have got them; thoy are onrs I' 
OoiToo 
dashed forward, 
and riding 
along his line, 
called out: 
'Don't 
shoot till you can 
BOO their 
belt- 
buckles.' 
The British wore formed in 
mass, well closed up, and about two 
companies front. . 


'*Tho British, thus formed, moved 
on at a quick step, without tiring a 
shot, to -within one hundred yards of 
tho kneeling riflemen, who were hold- 
ing thoir lire until thoy could see tho 
belt-buckles 
of their enemies. 
Tho 
British advance 
Wiis 
executed 
as 
though they had been on 
parade. 
They marched shoulder to shoulder, 
with tho stop of veterans,as they were. 
At one hundred yaids' distance from 
our lino the order was given, 'Extend 
column front.' 'Double quick, march! 
Charge!' With bayonetfl^at tho charge 
they camo on us at a run. 
I own it 
Avas an anxious moment; I A\'ell knew 
the charging column was made up of 
the picked troops of the British army. 
They had been trained by the Duke 
himself, 
wero 
commanded 
by 
his 
brother-in-law, and had successfully 
held off the ablest of Napoleon's Mar- 
shals in tho Spanish campaif>n. 
My 
riilemen had never seen such an at- 
tack, nor had thoy ever before fought 
white men, 
Tho morning, too, was 
damp; their powder might not burn 
well. 
J3od 
help 
us!' I 
muttered, 
watching the rapidly advancing line. 
Seventy, 
sixty, 
iifty, 
iinally 
forty 
yards, 
were they from the 
silent 
kneeling riflemen. 
All of my men I 
could 800 was their long rifles rested 
on the logs before them. They obeyed 
their orders well; not a shot was tired 
until tho redcoats were within forty 
yards. 
I heard Oofiee'a voice as he 
roared out: 'Now, men, aim for the 
centre of the cross-belts! 
Fire!' 
A 
second after tho order a crackling, 
blazing Hash ran all along our line. 
The smoke 
hung so heavily in the 
misty morning air that I could not see 
what had happened. 
I 
called Tom 
Overton and Abner Duncan, of Jmy 
stall, and wo galloped toward Coffee's 
line. 
In a few seconds after the first 
fire there came another sharp, ringing 
volley. 
As I came -within one hun- 
dred and fifty yards of Ooifee, the 
smoke lifted enough for mo to make 
out what was happening. 


"The British were falling back in a 
confused, 
disorderly mass, and tho 
entire lirst ranks of thoir column were 
blown away. 
For two hundred yards 
iu our frout the ground was covered 
with a mass of 
writhing wounded, 
dead, and dying redcoats. 
By th« 
timo the rifles wero wiped tho British 
lino was reformeci, and on it came 
again. 
This time thoy wero led by 
General Pakenham in person, gallantly 
mounted, and riding as though ho was 
on parade. 
Just before ho got within 
range of Coffee's lino I beard a single 
rifle fihot from a group of country 
carts we had been using, about one 
hundred and Hovonty-fivo yards dis- 
tant, and a moment thereafter I sdw 
Pukenham reel and pitch out of hie 
saddle. 
I have always 
believed he 
fell from tho bullet of a ireo man oJ 
color, who was a famous rifle-shot, 
and came from the Atakappas region 
of Louisiana. 
Tho second advance 
was precisely like tiio first in its end- 
ing. 
In five volleys tho 1500 or more 
ritiomen 
killed and wounded 
2117 
British soldiers, two-thirds of them 
killed dead or mortally wounded, 
1 
did not know where General Paken- 
ham was lying, or I should have sent 
to him, or gone in person, to offer any 
service in my power to render. 


"I was told he lived two hours aftei 
he was hit. 
His wound was directl;^ 
through tho liver and bowels. 
Gen- 
eral Keene, I hear, 
was killed dead. 
They sent a flag to mo, asking leave tc 
gather up their wounded and t u r j 
their dead, which, of course, I grant- 
ed. 
I was told by a wounded officer 
that the rank and file absolutely re- 
fused to make ft third charge. 
have no chance with such shooting at 
theso Americans do,'they said."

A dispatch sent out from London 
Kome ^ays ago in regard to the amount 
of wheat on hand in Europe, and the 
amount that will will yet be needed, is 
a matter of interest to the people of 
this countrj'. 


It says that up to about June of last 
year the scarcity of English wheat and 
the small stocks on hand kept values 
steady, the fluctuations being unimport- 
ant. 
But in July the promise of the 
English and French crops was so favor- 
able that a depressed opinion prevailed 
regarding prices for the future. 
Alter 
August there was an unexpected rise of 
ten shillings per quarter and this had 
the effect of attracting large supplies 
from America and Roumania, so that 
a temporary lapse was caused in some 
of the countries. It briefly summar* 
izes the present position of the world's 
wheat trade, Europe, it is said wants 
forty-five million quarters from the im- 
porting countries« 
As far as is known 
twenty two million quarters have been 
shipped, which leaves twentythree mil- 
lion quarters to be shipped. 
Toward 
this amount it is claimed countries out- 
side America cannot well supply more 
than fourteen million quarters, so that 
Europe will have to look to America 
for nine million quarters before next 
August, whereas, at an outside estimate, 
according to cables received in Lon 
don last week, America has only five 
million quarters to spare. 
«'Under 
these 
circum<:tances," the dispatch 
states, «the observant wheat trader 
looks for lively times in the spring, 
when the American markets are ex- 
pected to find their supplies short." 


Should these statements prove to be 
reliable, the probabilities are that the 
price of wheat will be still consideta* 
bly increased by next spring. 
Should 
the prospects of an increased price bè 
realized it will be of great advantagé 
to our agriculturists, and add mAteriaL<- 
ly to the wealth and prosperity of ih^ 
country. 
We believe a tetter day is 
coming for the farmer, and that with 
a restoration of prosperity in other lines 
of trade and business throughout the 
country will come an increased ^con- 
sumption of home products, so* that 
good prices will not entirely depend 
upon a shortage .)f crops in othçf .lands. 
When the country becomes prosperous 
enough to consume six bushels of wheat 
per capita, the farmer will have a good 
home market for his crop, and the in- 
crease of population biought about by 
prosperous times will give sti 1 an addi 
tional demand for farm produce and a 
home market that will te even 
telter 
and more profitable than the export 
trade of farm products. 
Meanwhile 
we are glad th^t an increased foreign 
demand gives promise of help fot our 
farmets.

McKinley and 
Polk both sprang from the dominating 
Scotch-Irish race; they both served 
in their State Legislatures; both en- 
tered Congress young, Polk at thirty, 
McKinloy at thirty-four; both served 
the samo length 
of time, fourteen 
j'-ears, and they wero both Chairman 
of tho ^Vnys and Means Committee, 
and shaped the revenue policy of their 
time. 
Polk became Speaker of tho 
House, and McKinley barely missed 
it. 
After retiring 
from Congress, 
each became Governor of his State, 
and thus they had precisely the same 
legislative and executive 
exiDeriencp 
before being elected to the Presidency.

Ono oi the largest specimeuo ob- 
served by the writer grounded on the 
bar of the iSt, John's River and at- 
tracted so' much 
attention that it 
was caught and carried ashoro where 
it was providea with red eyes and ex- 
hibited as a ''sea monster." 
The fi«h 
was ten feet high, or that measure- 
ment between the ti^js of the upper 
and lower fins. A much larger speci- 
men, eleven feet higb, was observed in 
Caliiornia waters. 


Off the islands of the Santa Barbara 
Channel these fishes are very common 
in midsummer, lying at the surfaco in 
the choppy sea and apparently exj^os- 
ing their sides to tho hot semitropic 
sun. 
When lying in this position, tho 
sea washing over them, they resemble 
a piece of wreckage, and are, without 
doubt, so considered by numbers of. 
birds, especially the 
shags, whicL, 
when weary from long flight and pre- 
ferring a dry roost, alight on them 
and retain 
their 
position 
without 
alarming the fish. Several birds have 
been observed resting 
on a single 
Bunfish, and some of the 
fishermen 
assume that (he fish, being infested 
with j^ftrasites, 
take 
this 
position 
either to allow the sun to destroy them 
or thinking that the birds will devour 
them. 
In 
all 
probability 
tho 
matter of parasites does not enter into 
the question as an explanation. 
The 
fish enjoys floating at the surface whero 
a e water is warm and the birds alight 
upon it simply as a rest, just as they 
would upsn any floating object. 


Sunfish could be caught in numbers 
oH" tho islands mentioned, but no use 
having 
been 
discovered for 
them, 
they have no market 
value. 
Their 
muscles are so hard and elastic that 
when cut into email pieces and thrown 
upon the ground they rebound. 
In 
ono small seaport tho writer found 
that tho elastic tissue was used byjthe 
fishermen's boys in the manufacture of 
baseballs,

The young of sunfish is a singular 
looking little creature, hatching from 
eggs deposited on the high seas, float- 
ing at the surface. 
They were sup- 
posed for many years to bo a difler- 
ent speoies, so unlike were they 
in 
general appearance to the adult sun- 
fish.

This electric force for one second rep- 
resents 5000 horse power, but as the 
lightning acflomplishod the melting in 
considerably less time, say 1-10 of a 
second, it follows that tho bolt was 
50,000 hor.so power. 


Amoriea Rich in Wild riaut^ 


Kearly all our grasses and forage 
plants are introductions from other 
countries, and every once in a while 
some botanical novelty is introduced 
with a flourish, and predatory runs 
made on the slim bank accounts of the 
agriculturist, who comes eventually to 
find the dearly-paid-for article no bet- 
ter than it should be. 
The botanists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture have recently shown that 
our own country is rich in wild plants 
of this character, 
and might 
add 
largely to profitable cultivation if only 
our progressive men could be induced 
to give them patient tests, so as to im- 
prove a little on their wild character- 
istics. 
Tho idea is that some far- 
fetched article must be acclimated be- 
fore it can be valuable. 
The depart- 
ment has recently issued a valuable 
publication, 
profusely 
illustrated, 
showing that there are over two hun- 
dred wildlings or natives of the United 
States which are worth trial as forage 
plants, many of which would possibly 
provo mines of wealth to those who 
would intelligently undertake 
their 
culture and improvement. 
The differ- 
ent species of Hosackia it especially 
notes as worthy of trial.—New York 
Independent. 


TYliere Horsc.s Are Scarce, 


"In a good many parts of the South 
horses are scarce," saidL. A. Warner, 
of Knoxville, 
at the Howard, "and 
the work usually performed by those 
beasts is done by oxen. 
In fact, the 
latter are preferred, notwithstanding 
the slow progress they make. I was in 
Western North Carolina a short time 
ago, when I met a man whom I knew 
to be amply able to afford horses if he 
wanted them, driving a yoke of oxen 
and carrying a rifle on his shoulder as 
he walked by tho side of his wagon, 3 
stopped and talked to him, and in the 
course of convereauon asked him why 
ho used oxen instead of horses. 'Why," 
said he, 'it takes just a day to make 
the trip to town with the oxen, and 
on tho way I always kill enough game 
to cook for supper when I get back 
home. If I drove horses I could never 
kill any game, 
It would take all my 
time to drive, and I would never see 
anything 
to 
shoot,' "—Washington 
Star.

RIIANT CORN WIDE. 


G. B, Turner, of Burgess, Mies., has 
a neighbor who always plants corn in 
rows seven foot apart and makes forty 
to sixty bushels per acre, while ad- 
joining fields of his noiphbors planted 
in four-foot rows yield from s'x to 
thirty bushels. 
Mr. Turner asked the 
man of the'wide rows the reason for 
his practice and success. 
Tho answer 
was that experiments show that at 
tasscliug time a stalk of corn takes 
from tho soil through its roots and 
throws off into tho air through its 
leaves a quart of water per day, if it 
can get it; and if it can't get it, it 
does not thrive. 
Hence, thiuly seed- 
ed corn will thrive through a dry 
spell that will ruin thickly seeded 
crops, 


Mr. Turner was so impressed that 
he determined to experiment with cot- 
ton. 
Ooe piece was planted 2x4., an- 
other 4x4, nnd another 5x4 feet, one 
stalk to tho hill in all cases. 
That 
planted 4x4 yielded twice as much per 
acre as the piece planted 2x4, and the 
one planted 5x4 (four acres) did still 
better, yielding more than a bale to 
the acre, though the whole four acres 
had never before yielded as .much ns 
two bales when planted in threo and 
four foot rows with a stalk everv ei<?ht

or twelve inches. 
Two Texas farmers 
report similar success with wide rows. 
Of course, iu such wide rows cultiva- 
tion is much more easily, quickly and 
cheaply done, nnd nt the Incfc cultivât 
ing peas or somo other catch croi^ is 
sown in tho broad middles.—Home 
and Farm. 


AI:OT:T SIOULTINO. 


Those who witness tho moulting of 
the hens do not, i;)erhaps, consider 
how imjjortant the operation is to the 
feathered tribe in general. 
It is tho 
casting away of the old covering, the 
putting on of new clothes, sotosjjeak, 
say the Poultry Keeper, but the pro- 
cess is a gradual one, requiring three 
months for its completion. 


The majority of persons have no 
patience with a moulting hen. 
They 
think she ought to lay when sho is 
moulting, but, if they will reliect a 
little, they will conclude that nature 
is economical, in her workings, and 
does not devolve upon her creatures 
the fuliillment of more than one task 
at a time. 
It is as much as sho can do 
to piss through tho period of moult- 
ing safely, for, should she catch cold 
or become sick from any cause, her 
S3''Btem will bo too much out of order 
to arrive at good health again. 


Although tho 
hen becomes, as a 
rule, rather fat while moulting,' this is 
due to the fact that when her food is 
assimilated, tho feathers require for 
manufacture nearly all of the lime, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen that is 
contained in the food, but 
require 
very little carbon, 
The hen may, 
therefore, grow fat and yet be weak, 
for sho may bo richly supplied with 
certain elements of which she always 
has nn excess, while being very de- 
ficient in other elements that are ab- 
solutely requisite for the purpose of 
moulting. 
As the hen has now to sup- 
ply her own bodily wants, as well as 
to grow feathers, sho has a great drain 
on her system, and to neglect her for 
a single day makes it very precarious 
for her. 


Then, again, during the process of 
feather making, there ore other min- 
erals that are urgently demanded by 
the system, such as iron and sulphur. 
When tho hens 
are moulting, give 
thom a generous supply of bono meal, 
charcoal, meat nnd vegetables, tinc- 
ture of iron in the drinking water, and 
a few pinches of red ijepper occasion- 
ally, makes a tonic i'or them. 


The hens that moult the earliest al- 
ways begin to Jay the soonest, and, 
therefore, it is best not to dispose of 
those that moult early. 
When once 
a hen is through moulting she has a 
good start as a layer, and has no 
further work to do till the succeeding 
inll but lay, t^nd, if well, will do well 
in the winter, especially if the quar- 
ters aro warm. 
If early pullets are 
well grown the late moulting hens 
may be sent to market, and they will 
retain laying till warm ^Veather in tho 
spring, and late pullets will not lay in 
winter at all, unless they have ma- 
tured quickly.

BUTTER SAI/TINO. 


Salt IS a question of taste on the 
part of the consumer, a thing to bring 
out the flavor a little sharper. 
It i» 


not a preservcir of butter, says John 
Gould in Ohio Farmer. 


To salt butter so that it will suit 
every one is a difilcult thing to do. 
My way will not suit somo other butter 
maker who makes No, 1 butter, and 
his will not agree with my views* 
But 
however wo may do it, it is simply ono 
of many ways to get dissolved salt 
evenly through tho mass, and if tho 
Bait is all dissolved in tho mass of 
butter, there is only about a half ounce 
of salt to the pound, and if more, it ia 
salt grains undissolved, which in no 
case can do the butter auy good. 


All this simplifies what we have to 
say. 
There may bo better churns than 
the revolvers, barrel or box, but if so, 
the best experts have failed to find 
them. 
The best churning cream is 
that which carries fully thirty-threo 
per ccnt. of actual butter fat, and such 
cream churns out the *'cleano3t" at 
fifty-two 
degrees. 
JBut those 
aro 
figures that properly belong to separa- 
tor work. 
Fill the barrel churn a 
little less than half full of well mixed, 
slightly acid cream, and if in summer, 
it is to be presumed at fifty-eight de- 
grees. 


I h o time to commence to salt tho 
butter is just before the cream boiiina 
to distinctly break, at which point u 
couplo of quarts of fair briuo at fifty- 
oif^hti degrees should bo added to the 
cream to break up tho casein and help 
to liberate the fata. 
As soon aa tho 
cream has come into distinct grains of 
butter add a gallon of water at fifty- 
five degrees for each two gallons of 
cream and agitate slightly, and within 
a few minutes draw out the fluid with- 
out disturbing tho mass of bnttor on 
the surface. 
Eepeat the washing, but 
it is well to dissolve a little salt in this 
second wash; somo say it is to prevent 
dissolving out the iiavor. 
Lot this, 
after mixing, run oif ns thoroughly as 
it can without assistance. 
'^Guess" an 
ouuce of salt to tho i^ound of butter 
as it lies on tho bottom of the churn 
and sprinkle on. 
Stir it up with u 
little wooden fork, gently, lifting up 
the butter as the salting proceeds, thu 
objects of which, lifting up iho butter 
as fiaky as possible, to facilitate tho 
even distribution of the salt. 
Put on 
the cover and churn the butter into 
lumps, and then with the fork break 
.them up and churn again with a slow 
swing as at the btart. Place the butter 
on a clean worker,and with a flat roller 
press cut any surplus moisture and 
l^ack into some of tho fancy packages 
at once. The butter workerisnotneces- 
sary as the churn 
can do it 
all. 
This 
butter 
should 
bo 
salted 
as nearly as possible at fil'ty-five de- 
grees, 
If it should not work well it 
will bo on account of tho temperature, 
which can be raised a little, or low- 
ered if too soft. 
There is much in the 
cow and the character of tho feed 
given that must be taken into account, 
and methods varied to suit tho case. 


From tho worker pack directly, or 
print, for with such salting of the but- 
ter nothing can bo gained in securing 
better texture by keeping it twenty- 
four hours before putting on tho final 
touches.

make any returns rather than bigger 
ones. 


In the creameries of Australia and 
New Zealand it is the general rule tu 
heau tho milk before separating

Thjs m 
practically 
pasteurizing

cream and the skim milk before skim- 
ming and may be one reason why Aus- 
tralian butter is £0 satisfactory to the 
Jinglish markets.
